Bombing reduced

SAIGON (AP) - President 


Ntaon has reduced the bombing 
of North Vietnam, mainly 
•round Hanoi and Haiphong, 
during the critical peace nego- 
ttatkfis that have been under 
way, tt was learned today. 


The gesture coincides with 


the onset of the northeast man- 
aoens over the North, which al- 
ways reduce American air ac- 
tivity there and divert the 
thrust of the bombing cam- 
palgn to the Ho CM Mtaih trail 
through Laos, where the dry 
season has beeim. 


The U.S. Command refused 


to confirm or deny the reported 
restrictions, but the 7th Fleet 
disclosed without elaboration 
that three of Its four carriers 
had moved from the Tonkin 
Gulf off the coast of North Viet- 
nam into the South China Sea 
off the coast of South Vietnam.

Baseball hero dies 


STAMFORD, Conn. (AP) - 


Jackie Robinson, a black in- 
fielder who wrote baseball his- 
tory when he broke the major 
league's color barrier in 1947, 
died today, apparently of a 
heart attack. 


The 51-year-old star of the 


former Brooklyn Dodgers was 
dead on arrival at Stamford 
Hospital after being stricken 
early this morning at his home 
here. 


Robinson, who retired as a 


player in 1957, became the first 
black to play in the majors 
when he joined the National 
League Dodgers in 1947 and 
helped lead the club to the 
league championship. 


Robinson's exploits at first 


base and at the plate the first 
year earned Rookie of the Year 
honors. Two years later, he led 
the league in batting with an 
average of .342 and was named 
the National League's most va- 
luable player. 


Robinson quit baseball in 1957 


rather than go through with a 
trade to the New York Giants. 
He took a job as vice president 
of Chock Full O' Nuts, the cof- 
fee and restaurant organ- 
ization. 


With Robinson breaking the 


color barrier, Larry Doby be- 
came the first black to join the 
American League the next 


year. Today, some of the 
game's greatest starts — Willie 
Mays, Henry Aaron, Bob Gib- 
son, to name but a few — are 
black. 


Over the years, as Robinson 


established himself, he dropped 
the early turn-the-cheek pasture 
and became more outspoken on 
the question of blacks in base- 
ball. Bob Feller, the firebaUing 
Cleveland Indians pitcher, once 
referred to Robinson as a "pro- 
fessional agitator." 


"Maybe I wasn't the ideal 


man for the role Mr. Rickey 
had in mind," Robinson would 
recall years laitr "But after I 
stored up all that stuff they 
gave me my first couple of 
years, it was enough. I had to 
be able to squawk when I 
thought I had a squawk Dom- 
ing. I found I could play better 
by letting off steam." 


Robinson quit the game in 


1957 in a dispute over his trade 
to the New York Giants. 


From baseball, Robinson took 


a job as a vice president of 
Chock Full O' Nuts, concerning 
himself mainly with the restau- 
rant chain's minority pro- 
grams. But he became increas- 
ingly active in civil rights, 
community and political activi- 
ties. He made numerous wee- 
kend tours on behalf of the 
NAACP, and on the baseball 


side he pressed vociferously for 
appointment of black coaches, 
managers and front-office ad- 
ministrators. 


His politics also became 


somewhat of a enigma to some 
of his more liberal black 
friends and associates. They 
were described as aghast at his 
support for Richard Nixon in 
the WO presidential race. He 
supported President Johnson in 
19*4. 


His civil rights work won him 


additional accolades from the 
NAACP and from the late Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr., the slain 
leader of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Council. He also 
was appointed to numerous lo- 
cal, state and federal councils 
on youth and civil liberties. 


In 19S4, Robinson left Chock 


Full 0' Nuts to launch his own 
business career, becoming a 
founder of the Freedom Nation- 
al Bank in Harlem. He also or- 
ganized his own insurance firm. 


Robinson was named to base- 


ball's Hail of Fame in 1982, the 
first year he was eligible. 


Robinson suffered a deep per- 


sonal blow in 1971, when his son 
Jackie Jr., then 24 and on his 
way back from drug addiction, 
was killed in an automobile ac- 
cident en route home from his 
job with a drug aid program.

Bears was piously denying that he had ever sunk his 
teeth into a referee on the battlefield. 


If I'd been dumb enough to bite a referee. I would 


have bitten his arm off." said Butkus as he bared his 
werewolf fangs at a Life Magazine interviewer. 


Just to be safe, though. NFL officials are standing in 


line for tetanus shots this year because the fans, coaches 
and players have united to spread some static on the 
judgment calls that spell disaster by inches to the losing 
team. 


No less than Pete Rozelle's pontifical office rapped 


referee Norm Schacter and his crew on the wrist for miss- 
ing a call in the Oakland.Green Bay game the second 
week of the season. Oakland was awarded a winning 
touchdown on a 104-yard runback of a fumbled lateral. 
The rule states that a muffed lateral may not be ad- 
vanced and so the call was a lapse of interpretation for 
the NFL crew. 


Then there were grumblings in Washington the third 


week of the season. Post-game films indicated that Red- 
skins receiver Roy Jefferson did indeed twinky-toe In- 
bounds with a game winning touchdown against the up- 
start New England Patriots. Officials had ruled otherwise 
on the field and hot contender Washington lost its first 
game of the season, 24-23. 


And after a game with Detroit, Chicago Bears coach 


Abe Gibron opted for the $500 fine levied by the NFL for 
public criticism of officiating. But Gibron had good rea- 
son. In that game, the Lions received zero penalties. Can 
you believe that? Come on now. ref. Not one sneaky little 
holding on the offensive line? Not one clip, the whooollle 
game? I demand that the Detroit Lions turn in their 
heraldic motif helmets for stark white . . . as the NFL's 
only good guys. 


In each of the three situations above, the team doing 


the grousing lost. And so the stench of sour grapes 
shrouds the issue. 


Still, an ex-NFL player told me that the 'bad calls' of 


the referees were "part of the game, like the elements 
of weather, team emotion and luck. You just have to play 
to make up for the bad calls. Then you have no legitimate 
gripe." 


Human judgment and human error from the players 


and coaches as well as from the officials will always 
dominate football. But there are other sports that are 
trying to remove as much of the error from their offi- 
ciating as is humanly possible. 


Tennis is one. Big-time tennis or nickel-and-dime tour- 


naments are both officiated by men and women who vol- 
unteer their time. They are unpaid officials whose avail- 
ibilitv is more important in some cases than their quali- 
fications. They work sporadically at a job that requires 
extreme eye agility and instant decision. 


To improve the quality of tennis officiating. Colonel 


Fred Karsten of Houston. Texas, has invented the Elec- 
tronic Line Indicator (ELI), which was demonstrated at 
the U.S. Open Tennis Championship at Forest Hills last 
August. 


It will, in theory at least, lower the margin of error on 


line calls and reduce the number of linesmen required 
for a match. 


ELI consists of sets of transmitter-receivers which 


pulse infra-red light over and alongside the boundary 
lines of the court. A logic module interprets the signal 
interruption and flashes on the official's indicator board 
whether the ball fell 'in' or 'out.' 


Sport is entering the age of the electronic gadget. Foot- 
ball coaches draw up game plans aided by the computer 
print-out, and soon the officials of the NFL will be offered 
the use of the ELI, which has obvious applications to foot- 
ball and baseball as well as tennis. 


In the meantime, victims from Green Bay, Washington, 


Dallas and Chicago are calling for a system of checks and 
balances. There are pleas to allow each team on the field 
three reviews per game of questionable or crucial calls. 
Obviously, video tape, instant replay, slow motion and 
stop-action camera work would be more conclusive in 
some instances than the eyesight of a referee 10 yards 
away from the action. 


Ah yes, the day is near when the artificial turf will be 


rolled out goal-to-goal, mined and wired electronically 
and further sensitized by Colonel Karsten's infra-red 
beams pulsing back and forth. And players' joke lists 
will include that oldie, "Zap, you're sterile," for the guy 
who trips the switch. 


But until that electronic age gets a toe-hold in the NFL, 


the referees in their prison-striped shirts stand vulnerable 
to hoots, cat-calls and miscellaneous evil-doing by the 
likes of Dick Butkus when their instant decisions are 
questioned.

Dear Dr. Lamb—Your com- 


ments about nose bleeds re- 
mind me of a similar ex- 
perience I had about a year 
ago. I had intermittent but 
persistent nose bleeds for 
about a week. The difference 
was I am an adult. Two 
specialists handled my case. 
They checked my blood pres- 
sure and suggested that the 
air in my home was too 
warm and dry. They cauter- 
ized twice, but I still had 
nose bleeds. Finally the doc- 
tor gave me a prescription 
for medicine which he told 
me was for my blood, and 
also told me to get a tube 
of surgical lubricant. I used 
the small finger to rub this 
into each nostril at night 
before retiring. The doctor 
t h o u g h t the 
medicine 


solved the problem. Packing 
also was always effective. 


Dear Reader—My faith in 


the fundamental goodness of 
people and their desire to 
help others is always re- 
stored by the many letters I 
get from readers making 
helpful suggestions about 
other peoples' problems. I 
received a lot of suggestions 
about nose bleeds. 


It is true, particularly in 


older people, that the lining 
of the nose may dry out. The 
scaly scabs inside are irri- 
tating and may bleed. They 
also stimulate people to pick 
their noses, causing bleed- 
ing. Any good lubricant in 
the tip of the nose will help 
solve the drying out prob- 
lem. A petroleum base jelly 
or Vaseline is useful or any 
of the surgical lubricants. 
The idea is to keep the lining 
oiled and retain the natural 
moisture in the cells below 
the surface of the lining. 
The lining of the nose is 
most apt to dry out during 
the winter months when the 
humidity is s h a r p l y de- 
creased in m a n y heated 
houses. The air tends to dry 
out the nasal passages. 


Some of the other sug- 


gestions for nose bleeders 
from different readers is the 
use of vitamin C that some 
claim has been very suc- 
cessful. O t h e r s have sug- 
gested stopping other vita- 
mins, particularly cod liver 
oil and Vitamin A. Still other 
readers think they have got- 
ten success by taking vita- 
min A. 


Other readers have asked 


about iron for nose bleeds. 
The purpose of taking iron 
is to replace iron lost from 
actual bleeding. Anyone who

the President is taking Sen.
